oUBJECT. Working Notes on Strategic Weapons Intelligence Panel 



1. The Strategic Weapons Intelligence Panel was created this year 
by the Director of Central Intelligence . The Panel was convened on 
8,9, and 10 September 1965 to review the evidence relating to Soviet 
strategic attack capabilities in connection with NIE 11-8-65. The Panel's 
findings were reported orally to the USIB on 10 September 19 65. 


2 . The Director of Central Intelligence requested that the Strategic 
Weapons Intelligence Panel also submit a written report of its findings 
to the USIB.
